The cabalistic “30" which in 
journalism circles means

The coroner’s report was filed 
under the caption of “E. A. C.— 
Unknown.” The mystery 
case 
will be remembered well 
by 
Rushville citizens as the police 
and detective forces of 
three 
cities. Rushville, 
Indianapolis, 
and Cincinnati worked on 
the 
case without discovering either 
the identity of 
the murdered 
man or of his slayer. 
Th# 1 press remembers the storj- 
as “the man found dead in a 
wheat field” 
and the salient 
fac^s in the case are these: The 
badly decomposed bodv of a 
man estimated to have been be­ 
tween 35 and 45 years of age, 
was found in a wheat field just 
off the detour on state 
road 
three, July 30 of this year, on 
the 
William R. Taylor farm 
south of the city. The body was 
discovered by Mr. Taylor about 
5 o’clock in the afternoon 
iust 
inside the gate to the field. Tho 
time of the murder was placed 
anywhere after July 25 for whea* 
had been hauled from the field 
on that day. 
Clues found on the body at the 
tiihe were believed to be suffic­ 
ient to identify the 
man 
in 
twenty-four hours, but each one 
when traced dow,n brought in­ 
vestigators lip against a greater 
mystery than before. Search was 
first made in Cincinnati as all 
the apparel on the body 
was 
purchased in that city.

Indianapolis, Dec. 6—(/P)—Re­ 
ports of influenza epidemics be­ 
ing received from various parts 
of the state do not refer to the 
influenza which took so many 
lives during the World War, but 
are caused by various respiratory 
diseases, 
including 
common 
colds, in the opinion of officials 
of the State Board of Health. 
“The ‘influenza’ of which we 
hear reports today is not 
the 
disease which took 10,000 lives in 
Indiana within three months in 
1918,” said Dr. W. G. King, Secre­ 
tary of the Board. 


At 2 o’clock this afternoon the 
attorneys for the plaintiff in the 
suit of George Gahimer against 
Robert Campbell had rested and 
the defense began calling wit­ 
nesses to the stand.

The General Assembly of 1925 
enacted a law requiring the gov­

adopted as the state song in 
1913, and that the flower of the 
tulip tree was chosen as the

bols of the state.

TOO MANY ALIENS ARE 
ENTERING U. S., HE SAYS 


First Step He Suggests Would he 
Cutting Off Supply of Aliens 
From Mexico 


Washingon, Dec. 
6—(JP)—Ex­ 
tensive revamping of the immi­ 
gration laws with the purpose of 
further restricting the flow of 
aliens into the United States is 
recommended by Secretary Davis 
of the Labor Department in his 
annual report. 
Dealing with other phases of 
the department’s activity, the 
document estimates that more 
than 1,400,000 workers, men, wo­ 
men and children, have been 
placed in jobs during the year 
by the government employment 
service, while its agents of con­ 
ciliation, directed by Hugh L. 
Kerwin, have intervened in 473 
industrial disputes during the 
year, seeking to terminate dis­ 
putes that disturbed payrolls on 
^which 350,000 workers are count­ 
ed. 
Work of the bureaus engaged 
In special service for women apri 
children, for the supervision of 
naturalization of aliens, and the 
statistical study of wages, prices, 
and industrial econoimcs ar3 
likewise reviewed and the Sec­ 
retary’s final word 
expresses 
great satisfaction with existing 
industrial conditions, and opti­ 
mism for even further 
ment in the future. 
The chief effect of the immi­ 
gration 
legislation 
Secretary 
Davis approved would be to cut 
the immigration from Mexico, 
now running at nearly 80,000 
per year, to slightly above 7,000, 
' while leaving undisturbed the 
movement from other countries 
of the western hemisphere. How­ 
ever, it would also compromise 
the dispute between the “quota” 
and “national origins” methods 
of determining admissibility to 
the United States, and would re­ 
lieve some of the handicaps now 
imposed on aliens Who are ad­ 
mitted. 
He recommended a compro­ 
mise between the quota and na­ 
tional origins methods of deter­ 
mining admissible numbers and 
indorsed the proposals to fix a

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FARM PRICE INDEX DECLINES 
The index of the general level of farm prices 
declined three points during the period from 
October 15 to November 15, reports the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. At 134 per cent of the pre­ 
war level, the index is three points below Novem­ 
ber a year ago. The present level of prices re­ 
ceived by farmers at 134 per cent of pre-war 
prices compares with 157, the level of prices paid 
by farmers, indicating a relative 
purchasing 
power of 8 6 for November, compared with 8 8 in 
October and 9 1 a year ago. Declines in cotton, 
corn, barley, wheat, rye, potatoes, meat animals, 
horses, mules, and chickens more than offset 
advances in oats, hay, apples cottonseed, dairy 
and poultry products. 
The index of the farm p rices of meat ani­ 
mals declined ten p oints from October 15 to 
Nov ember 15, while g rains declined six p oints; 
fruit and v eg etables, 5 p oints; and cotton and 
cottonseed one p oint. These declines more than 
offset seasonal adv ances of sev enteen p oints in 
the index for p oultry p roducts and one p oint in 
the index for dairy p roducts during the same 
p eriod. 
The farm p rice of hog s, which beg an to de­ 
cline in October, showed another sharp decline 
from October 15 to Nov ember 15. The elev en p er 
cent decline during this* p eriod was due larg ely 
to an increase in market receip ts. Receip ts of 
hog s at sev en p rincip al markets during the four- 
week p eriod ending Nov ember 17 were ap p rox ­ 
imately twelv e p er cent hig her than for a sim­ 
ilar p eriod ending October 20. From October 15 
to Nov ember 15, the corn-hog ratio remained at 
11.3 for the United States and adv anced from 
12.2 to 12.6 for Iowa. 
The continued decline in the farm p rice of 
beef cattle amounted to ap p rox imately four p er 
cent from October 15 to Nov ember 15. The de­ 
cline in the farm p rice was accomp anied by the 
marketing of p rop ortionately larg e sup lies of 
g ood and choice fed steers for this season of the 
y ear. 
The farm p rice of corn continued to decline 
from October 15 to Nov ember 15, amounting to 
thirteen p er cent in the North Central States, 
twelv e p er cent in the North Atlantic States, 
six p er cent in the South Central Div ision, and 
fiv e p er cent in the Far West. These farm p rice 
declines were accomp anied by a marked increase 
in market receip ts, due to the marketing of the 
new crop . Receip ts at fourteen p rimary markets 
during the two-week p eriod ending Nov ember 17 
were more than twice as larg e as in a corresp ond­ 
ing p eriod ending October 20. 
The farm p rice of wheat declined ap p rox i­ 
mately two p er cent from October 15 to Nov em­ 
ber 15. With the ex cep tion of a two p er cent 
p rice increase in the South Atlantic States and 
no ap p reciable chang e in North Atlantic States, 
the decline in the farm p rices of wheat was 
fairly g eneral for the county as a whole. De­ 
clines in the farm p rice of wheat this season 
hav e been accomp anied by the accumulation of 
a larg e v isible wheat sup p ly and small ex p orts. 
The farm p rice of p otatoes declined ap ­ 
p rox imately two p er cent from October 15 to 


November 15 for the country as a whole. At 57 
cents per bushel the farm price on November 15 
compares with 9 5 cents on November 15, 19 27, 
and 61 cents, the November 15 average from 19 10 
to 19 14. While the farm prices of potatoes ad­ 
vanced nine per cént in the Far West and five 
per cent in the South Central States during the 
month prior to November 15, farm price de­ 
clines amounted to seven per cent in the North 
Atlantic States, five per cent in the North Cen­ 
tral States and two per cent in the South Atlan­ 
tic States. The decline in the farm price of po­ 
tatoes for the entire country was accompanied 
by indications that the total 19 28 production of 
both early and late potatoes will be nearly 
2,000,000 
bushels 
larger 
than 
estimated 
on 
October 1. 
The farm price 
of eggs advanced about 
thirteen per cent from October 15 to November 
15 due largely to a seasonal decline in receipts. 
However, the farm prices on November 15 was 
still about five per cent below that of November 
15, 19 27 because of unusually large storage hold­ 
ings and heavy fall production.

The Pan-American Union is about to org an­ 
ize a camp aig n for p op ular subscrip tions for a 
fund for the erection of a monumental lig ht­ 
house to honor the memory of Christop her Co­ 
lumbus. 
The sig ht selected for the lig hthouse is on 
the coast of the Dominican rep ublic, in the West 
Indies, near the cap ital city , Santo Doming o. 
Althoug h the first land reached by Columbus 
was the island of San Salv ador, and he did not 
reach San Doming o until more than six weeks 
later, the latter island was p articularly associat­ 
ed with him in later y ears of his life, and it was 
on it that the first Europ eon settlement in the 
N^w World was established. 
The site, accord­ 
ing ly is a fitting one. 
Surrounding the lig hthouse will be a site for 
a modern airp ort. It is interesting to think that 
modern p lanes and dirig les will swoop dqwn 
from the sky , g uided by a beacon erected in 
honor of the man who crossed the Atlantic in 
a creaky , in e . cient little sailing v essel. 


This memorial monument will be a sp lendid 
thing . When the camp aig n for funds starts, we 
must see to it that it is fully subscribed.

For examples in the sale of com­ 
position blackboards, there were 
formerly 90 lengths, 18 widths and 
three colors on the market. The 
department has brought this down 
to 13 lengths, eight widths and 
one color. 
There were formerly 
718 varieties of binders* board on 
the market; now there are 10. A 
few years ago there were 160 dif­ 
ferent styles of hacksaw blades in 
production; now there a^e SS. 
Whole columns of figures like 
that could be produced. They do 
not sound impressive—until you 
realize that each reduction makes 
for more efficient . manufacture, 
lower costs and the elimination of 
duplication and lost motion.

Indianapolis, Dec. 6—(/Pi—Re- 


ports of influenza epidemics be- 
ing received from various parts 
of the state do not refer to the 
influenza whir.h look so many 
lives during the World War, but 
are caused by various respiratory 
diseases, 
including 
common 


colds, in the opinion of officials 
of the State Board of Health. 


"The 'influenza' of which we 


hear reports today is not the 
disease which took 10,000 lives in 
Indiana within three months in 
1918," said Dr. W. G. King, Secre- 
tary of the Board.

The General Assembly of 1925 


enacted a law requiring the gov- 
ernor to issue a proclamation 
annually, designating the llth 
day of December as Indiana Day 
and calling attention to the de- 
sirability of the commemoration 
of that day by the public schools 
and by citizens generally, in 
observance of the anniversary of 
the day of Indiana's admission 
into the Union. 


In connection with the obser- 


vance of Indiana Day, it should 
be noted that the state banner, 
consisting of a blue field with a 
flaming torch in the 
center, 


surrounded by 19 stars, was 
adopted by the General Assem- 
bly in 1917; that "On the Banks 
of the Wabash; Far Away" was 
adopted as the state song in 
1913, and that the flower of the 
tulip tree was chosen as the 
state flower in 
1923. These 


therefore, are the official sym- 
bols of the state.

"Indiana 


926," published by- the state 
irihting board and the histori- 
ial bureau.

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FARM PRICE INDEX DECLINES 


The Index of the general level of farm prices 


declined three points during the period from 
October 15 to November 15, reports the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. At 134 per cent of the pre- 
war level, the index is three points below Novem- 
ber a year ago. The present level of prices re- 
ceived by farmers at 134 per cent of pre-war 
prices compares with 157, the level of prices paid 
by farmers, indicating a relative 
purchasing 


power of 86 for November, compared with 88 in 
October and 91 a. year ago. Declines in cotton, 
corn, barley, wheat, rye, potatoes, meat animals, 
horses, mules, and chickens more than offset 
advances hi oats, hay, apples cottonseed, dairy 
and poultry products. 


The index of the farm prices of meat ani- 


mals declined ten points from October 15 to 
November 15, while grains declined six points; 
fruit and vegetables, 5 points; and cotton and 
cottonseed one point. These declines more than 
offset seasonal advances of seventeen points in 
the index for poultry products and one point in 
the index for dairy products during the same 
period. 


The farm price of hogs, which began to de- 


cline in October, showed another sharp decline 
from October 15 to November 15. The eleven per 
cent decline during this- period was due largely 
to an increase in market receipts. Receipts of 
hogs at seven principal markets during the four- 
week period ending November 17 were approx- 
imately twelve per cent higher than for a sim- 
ilar period ending October 20. From October 15 
to November 15, the corn-hog ratio remained at 
11.3 for the United States and advanced from 
12.2 to 12.6 for Iowa. 


The continued decline in the farm price of 


beef cattle amounted to approximately four per 
cent from October 15 to November 15. The de- 
cline in the farm price was accompanied by the 
marketing of proportionately large suplies of 
good and choice fed steers for this season of the 
year. 


The farm price of corn continued to decline 


from October 15 to November 15, amounting to 
thirteen per cent in the North Central States, 
twelve per cent hi the North Atlantic States, 
six per cent in the South Central Division, and 
five per cent in the Far West. These farm price 
declines were accompanied by a marked increase 
in market receipts, due to the marketing of the 
new crop. Receipts at fourteen primary markets 
during the two-week period ending Novembe£ 17 
were more than twice as large as in a correspond- 
ing period ending October 20. 


The farm price of wheat declined approxi- 


mately two per cent from October 15 to Novem- 
ber 15. With the exception of a two per cent 
price increase in the South Atlantic States and 
no appreciable change in North Atlantic States, 
the decline in the farm prices of wheat was 
fairly general for the county as a whole. De- 
clines in the farm price of wheat this season 
have been accompanied by the accumulation of 
a large visible wheat supply and small exports. 


The farm price of potatoes declined ap- 


proximately two per cent from October 15 to 


November 15 for the country as a whole. At 51 
cents per bushel the farm price on November 15 
compares with 95 cents on November 15, 1927; 
and 61 cents, the November 15 average from 1910 
to 1914. While the farm prices of potatoes ad- 
vanced nine per cent in the Far West and-five 
per cent to the South Central States during the 
month prior to November 15, farm price de- 
clines amounted to seven per cent in the North 
Atlantic States, five per cent in the North Cen 
tral States and two per cent in the South Allan 
tic States. The decline to the farm price of po 
tatoes for the entire country was accompanied 
by indications that the total 1928 production of 
both early and late potatoes will be nearly 
2,000,000 bushels larger than estimated 
on 


October 1. 


The farm price of eggs advanced aboul 


thirteen per cent from October 15 to November 
15 due largely to a seasonal decline in receipts. 
However, the farm prices on November 15 .was 
still about five per cent below that of November 
15, 1927 because of unusually large storage hold- 
ings and heavy fall production.

Indies, near the capital city, Santo Domingo. 
Although the first land .reached by Columbus 
was the island of San Salvador, and he did not 
reach San Domingo until more than six weeks 
later, the latter island was particularly associat- 
ed with him in later years of his life, and it was 
on it that the first Europeon settlement in the 
N^w World was established. 
The site, accord- 


ingly is a fitting one. 


Surrounding the lighthouse will be a site for 


a modern airport. It is interesting to think that 
modern planes and dirigles will swoop dqwn 
from the sky, guided by a beacon erected in 
honor of the man who crossed the Atlantic in 
a creaky, ine.-.cient little sailing vessel. 


This memorial monument will be a splendid 


tiling. When the campaign for funds starts, we 
must see to it that it is fully subscribed.
